Even Lowly Patches Hit 


By New British Tire Duties 


ASHINGTON, June 4.—Appli- 

cation of the new tire duties 
in Great Britain, imposed under 
the new budget passed by Parlia- 
ment, were explained in detail in 
a statement issued today by the 
rubber division of the Department 
of Commerce. 

The import duty is chargeable on 
all motor car, motor bicycle and 
motor tricycle tires, including pneu- 
matic outer covers and inner tubes 
and solid tires and “accessories and 
component parts.” 

It was explained that the latter 
means patches and patching mate- 
rials and repair kits, tools and in- 
struments for applying them, tire 
boots, tire pumps, pressing gauges 
and-items of similar nature.

The grain crops in Texas, Okla- 
homa, New Mexico and Arizona will 
put $100,000,000 in the pockets of the 
producers. The Texas fruit and 
vegetable, crop now reaching the 
market will mean another $20,000,- 
000. Grain, fruit and vegetable 
growers who have not been in mar- 
ket for automobiles this year are 
now ready to buy. Dealers report 
that sales for the first five months 
of the year are less than for the 
g$ame period last year, but they ex- 
pect the total sales of the year to 
equal or surpass those of 1926. 

New car sales were some 5 per 
cent. better in May than for the 
preceding month. The biggest part 
of the business involved trades and 
installment payments. Low-priced 
sixes and Chevrolets and Dodges led 
the ficid. Ford sales were still 
slow, due to reports of the new 
Ford. Dealers said the fact that the 
legitimate retail automobile men 
are ocffering thoroughly recondi- 
tioned and refinished cars with 
service guarantees at one-third the 
price of new cars has caused a 
slump in the new car business. The 
dealers are not heavily overstocked 
at this time and view the future 
with optimism. 

Used car sales were some 5 per 
cent. above those of the preceding 
Month. Most models are not more 
than three years old. They are 
thoroughly reconditioned, refin- 
ished and are backed with service 
guarantees. A good part of the 
used car sales involve trades and 
monthly payments. The dealers are 
endeavoring to increase the down 


payment and reduce the time that} 


motes are to run. Dealers are pretty 
heavily stocked. 

Equipmént, accessories and parts 
sales were 10 per cent. better than 
for- preceding month. Dealers are 
not carrying heavy stocks except in 
tourist goods and camping outfits. 
The dealers are buying in small 
lots and buying frequently. ‘This 
has forc d the jobbers to maintain 
the most efficient delivery systems 
and to increase forces to facilitate 
movements. 

Tire and tube sales were about 5 
per cent. better than for April. 
Some retailers are accepting old 
tires in trade and others are oper- 
ating under monthly payment plans. 
There has been little change in 
prices. The outlook for trade is 


In electrical lines sales were 
about the same as for April. Deal- 
ers are not _much overstocked. ‘They 
are dependtng on jobbers for prompt 
deliveries and some of them are 
having the jobbers make the deliv- 
eries direct. 

Truck sales were slightly better 
than for April, especially in the 
grain belt. Most deals are replace- 
‘ments, though a good many new 
customers have been lined up. The 
dealers are not carrying heavy 
stocks. In most cases sales involve 
monthiy payments, and in some in- 
Stances the dealers allowed pay- 
ments every three month. As in the 
used car business the dealers are 
making attempts to get bigger down 
payments and reduce the number of 
months the notes are to run. The 
outicok for business is reported fair.

per cent. larger than in any pre- 
vious May, according to Lawrence 
P. Fisher, president of the Cadil- 
lac Motor Car Company. 

“It looks as though June busi- 
ness will exceed the volume of any 
previous June, as well as that of 
the last month,” he continued.

It was 
the third consecutive month in 
which Chevrolet production ex- 
ceeded the 100,000 mark, attained 
for the first time in March, and 
compares with 11,937 cars and 
trucks in April and 74,617 in May 
last year. 

The Willys-Overland Company in 
May produced 27,569 cars, the high- 
est May production in the company’s 
history.

Rubber Prices 


New York, June 4. — The local 
rubber markets showed signs of 
weakening late yesterday after re- 
gaining earlier in the day the 
losses sustained through liquidation 
in the two previous sessions.
